scrutiny, the hastily got down from the 
fence and moved north on Market street. Had 
they simply moved on the suspicions of the 
detectives t not bave been aroused; but, 
in order to lull any saspicion, the three men 
caught-up a small boy, as if in play, and car- 


ried him along with them. Something in their 


way of doing this entirely unnecessary act led 
the officers to suspect their motive, and they 
turned and followed the three men up the 
street. As soon as they saw that they were be- 
ing followed the three broke into a 
run, and the officers followed suit. 
The pursued turned into the first 
alley leading to the river and ran into 
the docks and lumber-yards, turning to the 
north after passing through the alleyway. The 
officers followed them rapidly, and were close 
behind them ag they turned out from the alley 
and fied along the river front. 

The moment the pursuers emerged from the 
alleyway the toree men turned, drew their re- 
volyers, and opened fire upon the officers, The 
officers returned the complimeht and kept on 
lessenity the distance between the pursued 
and themselves. After a lively fusillade the 
three crooks parted oompany an order to dis- 
tract the pureuit, Kay followed Barrett and 
Meyers kept on after Haggerty. Police-Officer 
Ryan, who travels a beat in the neighborhood 
and who had been attracted by the firing, ar- 
rived at this juncture, and, seeing McGuire 
running with a revoiver in his hand, immediate- 
ly completed the sextet and gave chase to the 
fleeing ruffian. 

A RUNNING FIGHT.

Meyers, who kept Zn after Haggerty, chased 
his man out on to Van Buren street just as a 
street-car going east was passing. Haggerty 
jumped on the rear platform and made his way 
into the car. Meyers overtook the car and 
rushed into it. The car was full of passengers, 
and the way men and women made room for 
both pursued and pursuer was exceedingly in- 
teresting. Heagerty jumped off the front 
platiorm, revolver in hand, and, climbing 
the fence of a vacant lot, made south. 


The shot was meant to stop him, 
and probably came near enough to the flying 
target to convince him of- the -fact, as he 
stopped, threw up his hanas, and surrendered.

Ryan returned the salute, 
and the two mien, blazing away at each other, 
advanced until they were pot more than twelve 
feet apart. Having emptied his six-sbooter at 
the officer McGuire hurled it at him and struck 
him on the head exactly where the wreath 
on nis helmet contains the number of bis 
squad.

While in the act of 
drawing the weapon Ryan sprang forward and 
got the ‘drop „ ou him, while a citizen, Ed- 
ward Pettisch, a heavy, muscular young fel- 
low, who had joined in the pursuit, grasped 
McGuire and wrested the revolver from him. 
As MoGuire evidently intended to continue the 
fight even when weaponless. Pettisch stepped 
back and fired at his legs. MoGuire then con- 
cluded to cease hostilities, and Meyers arriving 
with his prisoner, and the patrol-wagon having 
appeared, the two prisoners were put into the 
wagon and taken to the Central Station. 
BXCITED CITIZENS. 

“The move in the direction of the station was 
timely and accomplished with some little difii- 
culty. ‘The continued firing, the duel on the 
open street, and the chase and capture in the 
vacant lot had created intense excitement. As 
soon as McGuire's fire had been silenced a 
large and constantly-increasing crowd gath- 
ered on the scene, and when it was learned that 
Ryan had received a wound the excitement 
reached fever heat.

The exchange will be by marching and will 
take a number of weeks, during which time 
the ‘lerritory and Oklahoma will be unpro- 
tected, as it were, and many settiers will doubt- 
less take advantage of the oppor 
tunity to go in, but the coleniste will 
not attempt to settle again till some 


action is taken by the Washmgton authorities, 
or, by their indifference, it becomes patent 
that none will be taken. From their new 
quarters in Caldwell the settlers can learn all 
that is going On concerning the cattle syndi- 
cates, and under Capt. Couch they will act 
promptly when the time comes, It is expected 
that the Wellington branch and Caldwell col- 
onies will soon join the parent colony in camp, 
whieh will nearly double the ranks.

KBILEY IN MORE TROUBLE. 1 


A dispatch from Vienua states that Baron. 
von Schaeffer, the Austrian Minister at Wash- 
‘ington, bas been instructed by bis Government 
to object to the appointment of the Ron. A. 
Keiley as United States Minister to Austria. 
It is supposed that the fact of Mr. Keiley’s 
wife being a Jewess is the basis for objection, 
although nothmg definit in regard to the cause 
of this action of the Austrian Government is 
know. 

The Austrian Minister said tonight that he 
bas received no intimation of a protest from 
his Government against Miuister Keiley. When 
asked whether the customs of the Austrian 
court exciuded a Jew or a Jewess from recog- 
nition, be replied that he did not know. To 
other questions as to eustoms and precedents 
bearing upon the reception of Minister Keiley 
and his Jewish wife he made similar replies.

WANT THE MILITIA WITHDRAWN. 

A so-calied meeting of the citizens of this 
town was held in the town-hall tonight for the 
purpose of considering means of restoring 
peace and quiet and of getting rid of the mili- 
tary companies here. The meeting was called 
upon the authority of McCarthy, the Super- 
visor, and a few other leading spirits that are 
heartily in sympathy with the strikers, prin- 
cipal among whom is the Principal of the pub- 
lie School, Johnny Doolan. Doolan and Mc 
Carthy declared that the presence of the 
military was unnecessary and was an 
insult to the integrity and eff 
ciency of the town authorities 
who were elected by the people to preserve 
order. Doolan took occasion to say that every 
statement published in the papers concerning 
the recent unpleasantness was a lie. He is the 
party that made the assertion Monday that the 
soldiers bad not spared women and children. 
A resolution was adopted requesting the Sher- 
iff hay remove the militia from the city forth- 
with. 

Chief Deputy-Sheriff Matson was present, 
and was called upon for a speech. He said he 
regretted the circumstances that rendered nec- 
essary the presence of the military, but that in 
his estimation the soldiers would remain bere 
all summer if required to protect the lives and 
richts of workmen who wanted to go to work 
for the wages offered. No gang of men, ne 
said, bad a right to dictate to another party of 
men what wages they should receive for their 
labor. Mr. Matson said in conclusion that the 
ee the Rev. Dr. McGovern at the funeral

over. Father Mosczygemba, who took part 
in the meeting, heartily indorsed Mr. Matson's 
ideas.

AN EXPRESSION OF SYMPATHY. 

The Socialists held a meeting last night at 
No. 54 West Lake street, at which there were 
perhaps fifty persons present. The subject 
for discussion was the late riot at Lemont, and 
Citizen Spies opened the debate with a few re- 
marks wherein be mildly denominated the 


» militia who did the shooting there as the or- 


ganized banditti of law and order.“ They were 
murderers, he said, and the two men killed 
were wantonly siaughtered. When che Coro 
ner went down there to k into the matter 
Col. Bennett, commanding the troops, refused 
to answer a subpoena, and this in a country, 
too, where the civil was superior to the mili- 
tary law. Gov. Ogiesby was not enough of a 
lawyer to settle the controversy, and conse- 
quently Col. Bennett was the victor up to 
date. 

Citizen Fielding denounced all laws as sub- 
terfuges. Gov. Oglesby could find law enough 
to send troops to Lemont to shoot down starv- 
ing workmen, but was unable to discover any 
law whereby Col. Benrfett could be made to 
answer the Coroner’s subpcena, Our laws were 
of india-rubber—stretched for the benefit of 
the rich. The workingmen should starve peace- 
ably and quietly and the priests would absolve 
those who were responsibie for the situation. 
Money will buy either the Governor of III. 
nois or the Governor oi Heaven, said Citizen 
Fielding. 

Citizen Ducy said Sheriff. Hanchett was the 
murderer of the two men at Lemont and 
* Hanchett ought to die. When a President, 
Governor, or Sheriff calle out the troops- he 
should die.” Citizen Ducy was bloodthirsty 
and wanted everybody killed. 

Citizenessa Parsons, however, had a plan 
at once startiing, unique and redolent 
with gore. Let every dirty, lousy, tramp,” 
said she, arm himself with a Yevolver or 
knife and lay in wait on the steps of the pal- 
aces of the rich and stab or shoot the owners 
as they come out.

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Where the Italians Purchased the 
Trunk in Which the Corpse 


An Important Witness Found on Tilden 
AvenueItalians Who Were 
Surprised, mie 


Important facts which, in a great measure, 
clear up the mystery which surrounds the 
Caruso murder came to light yesterday, Ed- 
ward Semple, a trunk-deaier at No. 200 West 
Madison street, identified the trunk in which 
the body was shipped as one which came from 
his store. He said that about 10 o’clook Thure- 
day morning two men who looked like 
Italians came iuto his store and asked 
for a trunk. They seemed to de 
in & great burry, and were not particular in 
their selection—all they wanted was a trunk of 
large size. They took the first one shown 
them and walked hastily out, carrying the 
trunk between them. After they got outside 
they started west on Madison street, one of 
them carrying the trunk on his shoulder. Mr. 
Semple has an idea that all Italians look 
alike, and says that he thinks he 
could not identify either of the men. When 
tus trunk arrived bere it had the letters F. 


H.“ marked on it with a lead pencil. Semple 
says that tanie was done after it had left bis 
store. The fact that the trunk was bougnt 


after 10 o’clock, and that it was at the Union 


Depot at 11, having the body of the murdered 
man inside, made it apparent that the murder 
was committed at no great distance from 
Semple’s store. After committing the murder 
the men probably devised the expedient of 
disposing of the body by sending it to Pitts- 
burg, and went to the nearest trunk-store to 
purchase a trunk. 


TRACING THE MEN. 

A TRIBUN® reporter tried to trace the men 
after they lett Semple's store and to find the 
expressman who carried the trunk to the 
depot. The fact that Thursday was the time 
of the annual moving of householders made 
the task of finding the expressman a hard one. 
and little was accomplished in that direction. 
The sight of two men carrying a large 
trunk by hand through the streets was 
an unusual one, bowever, and did not escape 
notice. The Italians were traced down Centre 
avenue to Van Buren street. Here they were 
lost sight of. The next street to Van Buren is 
Tilden avenue, where the murdered man lived. 
Last night a reporter started out to look 
through the italian resorts in that vicinity. As 
he was turning down the street he was met by 
an officer, who said: Don't go there.”

The reporter visited the place and succeeded 
in eliciting some valuable information. Caruso, 
it will be remembered, lived at No. 75 Tilden 
avenue, and across the street on the second 
floor of No. 94 lived five Italians, with wh 
he was on intimate terms. re. 
Dolan, with her son and daughter, 
live on the first floor. Yesterday Mrs. Dolan 
furnished the clew which beyond doubt lo- 
cates the scene of the murder, and probably 
identifies the murderers. 

VALUABLE CLEWS. 

Shortly after 9 o’cléck Thursday morning 
Caruso came to ber bouse and tried to sell her 
some lemons. He went out directiy, 
and she is quite certain that he went 
upstairs to visit his fellow-countrymen., 
This was the last time be was seen alive. 
About twenty minutes past 10 Mary Dolan saw 
one of the Italians, August Gelaggi, carrying 
a trunk upstairs which answered perfectly to 
the description of the trunk in which the body 
was found. He was closely followed by an- 
other man whom she did not know. In about 
fifteen minutes two of 
down-stairs carrying the 


same trunk. 


No one seemed to know the names of these. 


men, but Mrs. Dolan described one of them as 
being a sbort, curly-hairel] man with a black 
mustache. This corresponds with the descrip- 
tion given by the baggagemaster of the man 
who checked the trunk and has since been 
traced to Pittsburg and New York, Mrs. Dolan's 
statement leaves no doubt that the five Itai- 
fans who occupied the second floor of 


+ her house were all implicated in the murder. 


All five were in the house during the morning, 
and none of them plied their usual vocation of 
‘peddling lemons in the afternoon. They have 
not been to the house since. 


A NOISELESS MURDER. ; 

The fact that no noise was heard in the Ital- 
fan’s room is also conclusive evidence, as the 
inquest at Pittsburg showed, that Caruso met 
his death by strangulation. Caruso was in the 
habit of making a foolish display of his money. 
The day before the murder he was seen flour- 
ishing a $100 bill on the street. He was known 
to have $850 in his pocket when he left his 
house. It is-probable that his lavish display of 
this money excited the cupidity of his coun- 
trymen and was the cause or his death. 

Johuny Dolan, a bright boy about 15 years 
old, volunteered to help find the names of the 
Italians who live at No. 94. A man named 
Donizetti, Who lies at No. 33 Tilden 
avenue, was supposed to know all about 
them. After stumbling through a 
dark passage and climbing a pair of rickety 
stairs in the rear, the reporter was ushered 
into the presence of five Italians, who were 
seated about a stove listening to Doni- 
zetti, who was reading about the 
trunk case. from a morning paper. 
Upon being asked if he knew the occupants 
of No. 94 he turned to one of his companions, 
a beetle-browed, ligut-haired man, and said 
something to him quickly in Italian. The man 
His 
response wag unintelligibie because in Italian, 
but the man evidently was frightened and 
wanted to get out of the room. Donizetti was 
non-communicative and claimed he knew 
nothing about the men in No. 94. Young 
Dolan, however, was in a great state 
of excitement, and upon getting outside said: 
That's one of the dagos who lived up in 94. 
Did you see him turn pale when we came in? 
I'm dead sure he’s one of em and knows some- 
thing about the murder.“ Three of the men 
from No. 94 have already been arrested, but 
nothing has yet been elicited from thera by the 
detectives. The ather two have disappeared. 
The police are now bunting for the expressman 
who carried the trunk to the depot, and would 
like to have him come to the Central Station 
and describe the man who employed him. 

FROM PITTSBURG. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., May 7.—{Special.|—Caruso’s 
brother and a detective arrived in thig city 
from Chicago this evening.

LEGISLATIVE INCOMPETENCE. 

If the word Springfield were substituted 
fot Albany in the following extract from 4 
New York newspaper the description would 
apply aceurately to the IIIinois Legislature: 

The Legisiature is doing ndthing. The end 
of the session is close upon us—and bappily, 
no doubt; for in the whole 15 record of in- 
competent and shaliow-brained Legislatures it 
would not be easy to find another of such poor 
quality as that now sitting at Albany. Yet, 
though the clodhoppers and pothouse poli- 
ticians who make our laws are to return 80 
soon to their turnip-flelds and to the street 
corners where ove to bask, their time bas 
been ail fritte away @pon three or four 
measures. Of the thousands of other 
Dis which have been introduced nothing is 
heard. Of these many are good, many more 
are irredeemably bad. Of course the idea is 
ig the last day or two to allow all the good to 
perish and to railroad through the greatest 
quantity possible of the bad. These tactics are 
not new—‘ar from it; but never before have 
they been carried so far. . 


At the opening of the lllinois Legislature 
this week. after a session of over four months 
in whieh absolutely nothing has been hecon- 
plished, the rollcall in the joint assembly 
revealed. the absence of forty Senators and 
eighty-three Representatives; and only twenty- 
seven votes were east for Senator, The New 
York Legislature .may be as derelict as the 
above paragraph represents it to be, but we 
challenge it to match the showing made by 
the Illinois Legislature for absenteeism and 
indifference to the public interests. Of the 
host of absentees the majority are off on a 
junketing expedition to New Orleans, which 
was so universally condemned by the people 
that resolutions were passed by both Houses 
renouncing and denouncing it. But that 
made not the slightest difference. Every 
member .joiied the excursion who wanted a 
vacation after the fatiguing work of doing 
nothing during an eptire winter. Their pay 
goes on just the same, and the taxpayers of 
Illinois are robbed to the extent of $2,000 a day 
to defray the expenses of a Legislature which 
is not merely a disgrace to the State. but a 
positive menace to the public welfare, since 
several schemes are pending whith may be 
rushed through in the closing hours to plun- 
er the State Treasury. 

What is the meaning of this record of in- 
competency from various State Legislatures ? 
Is ita sign that phblic opinion is losing its 
influence over our politicians ? “The conspic- 
uous indifferenee to public interests and te 
oaths of office does not seem to be confinéd 
to one party. The legislators. on both sides 
ot the house apparently hold themselves un- 
accountable to any higher authority and pro- 
ceed in all cases to consult their personal 
conveniences or desires without the slightest 
reference to their sworn duty or the affairs of 
State. This has been hotably so with refer- 
ence to the election of United States Senator 
in this State. There have been only three 
or four full votes since the jotht assembly 
was convened, One party or the other 
sometimes both —abstains from voting when- 
ever there is a prospect that an election may 
be achieved. The purpose has been not to 
elect. The people had become so tiréd and 
tiisgusted with this course that they demand- 
ed the Legislature should finish up its routine 
business and adjourn. Hut the Legislature 
has paid no attention whatever to this popu- 
lar demand, and hominally remains in session 
while a large number of members go off on a 
deadhead excursion. 

The real, trouble is that individual con- 
Stituencies have not been strict enough in 
holding their representatives to account. . No 
man should be reélected to the Legislature 
by either party who has exhibited his con- 
tempt for public opinion. If this were the 
rule but very few members of the present 
| Illinois Legislature would be returned, 


PARTY LOYALTY AS A POLICY. 

The mugwumps who are rynning Cleve- 
land’s Administration and the Democrats 
who remain loyal to the new President not- 
withstandipg the snubs he is dealing out to 
the party which elected him are trying to 
gather mfort from recent conciliatory 
utterances by Senator Voorhees.

tration of the Government upon false prinei- 
ples” as being the only legitimate causes for 
the defection of party leaders. Alf this was 
certainly highly virtuous, and it has been ac 
cepted by the New York Times and other ex- 
‘ponents of the mugwump sentiments as an 
indication that Mr, Cleveland will have the sup- 
port ot the influential Demperats iu the con- 
‘Servative course he has apparently outlined. 
But the hopeful conservatives have not pene- 
trated the true inwardness” of Dan Voor. 
hees’ professions of loyalty. He went on to 
say, as he is reported: It is in my opinion 
highly tanpotitic for any one who fails to get 
‘an office to ery out that the party is lost and.

We think the New York Times Is scarcely 
justified in its conclusion that the position 
so honorably taken by Mr. Voorhees is a sign 


opposition at all formidable from the Demo- 
cratic leaders.“ The position taken by Mr. 
Voorhees is not 80 honorable as the Times 
would have it appear to be. It is confessedly 
a matter of policy, But it is a question how 
long Mr, Voorhees and his fellow-Democrats 
“Will be willing to wait for Mr. Cleveland to 
come around to their ideas of patronage and 
its uses.

PAYING INVESTMENTS. 

The question how to invest surplus capital 
to the greatest advantage is each year becom- 
ing a more knotty one. The growing abun- 
danee of money, antl of credit tlierefor, makes 
it cheap and decreases the opportunities for 
employing it at a satisfactory profit without 
running imminent risk of losing the whole. 
It is really diffienlt to place capital so that 
it will earn a living’ for the owner to any- 
thing like the same extent that was the rule 
only afew years ago, and not a short list of 
endowments has become inadequate to the 
maintenance of a Service because of 
this reduced earning capacity. In Eu- 
rope the percentage of annual return on 
an investment has fer many years been 
down to such a low point as to invite the 
taking of a greater risk by lending the money 
abroad, and vast sums of Old World capital 
have been locked up in foreign securities,“ 
not a few of which proved to be no security 
at all, except as they insured trouble to the 
holder. A striking ea in point is the 
Egyptian loan, Which may de said to have 
been the original cause of the Russian attack 
on Afghanistan, as the Great Bear of the 
North simply seized what he thought to be 
an opportunity afforded by the distraction of 
British energies in the neighborbood of the 
pyramids. 


For a long time high rates of interest were 
obtainable on üntold millions of English 
money loaned in the United States. But 
that golden ase has passed by, probably 
never to return. The increasing wealth of 
this country has already forced much of that 
European cash to seek other channels, and 
has competed with the remainder till now 
the rates on investments that are regarded 
as absolutely safe are down to the Old World 
level, if not below it. A buyer of United 
States 4 per cents on the present selling 
basis would only receive about 334 per cent 
per annum for the use of his money, sup- 
posing he wer able to sell them later at 
first cost; but if he hold them till the matu- 
rity of the loan his total receipts in principal 
and interest will net him a little less than 24¢ 
per cent per aunnm on the purchase money. 
This is a poor exhibit as compared with 
that made by the holder of British consols. 

Such a condition of things naturally ap- 
peals to the speculative impulse in the breasts 
of thousands who would resent the imputa- 
tion that they are spéctilators. They abhor 
gambling, but are content to take what may 
be called a moderate risk on the principal 
for the sake of obtaining something better 
than the minimum of interest. Mining 
ventures are hazardous, and manufactures in 
which the holder has no control are deemed 
by many to be scarcely less 80. But the rail- 
road situation everybody can understand, or 
is apt to think he can do so, The railroad is 
tangible property that cannot well be run 
away with, and presents the allufing prom- 
ise of inereasmg business, with growing 
profits, as the development of the 
territory is fostered by the transportation 
facilities which the rallroad affords. Hence 
it is no wonder that railroad shares and bonds 
are so attractive as to meet with ready ab- 
sorption by the public, though issued in no- 
torious excess of the requirements of any but 
the sharks who grow fat on the overissue at 
the expense of the men who ought to control 
the property. 

A tabular statement of considerable inter- 
est in this connection appears in the last is- 
sue of Bradstreet’s. It shows the results of 
thé movement during tne last ten years in the 
prices at which the shares and bonds ofa 
number of representative railroads have sold. 
compared with the dividends paid to holders. 
The list embraces the Pennsylvania, New 
York Central, Lake Shore, Baltimore & 
Ohio, Chicago, Burlington & - Quincy, 
Rock Island; Chicago & Alton, Illinois 
Central, St. Paul preferred, Chicago & North- 
western preferred, Central Pacific, Union Pa- 
cific, and Lackawanna. This list includes 
nearly all of the roads (outside of the local 
concerns of New. England) in which a pru- 
dent investor, ten years ago, would have 
taken special interest; and since then they 
have been fairly representative of the better- 
established and sounder companies, being 
themselves the prineipal ones on the list. 
The average annual dividend rate of the 
thirteen shares has been 6% per cent, the

As Mr. Kimball is so situated 
financially that he does not need a heavy sal- 
ary. the high social position which an Ameri- 
can Consuisbip in Europe will give him is far 
more preferabie to him than some bigher- 
salaried appointment.

The 8. J. Macy on the Rocks, 

‘Aupgna, Mich., May 6.—[Special.}—Tnhe prop 
Atlantic arrived here today and reported the 
steamship Silvanus J. Macy ashore on Biue 
Point, forty mies north of this port and three 
miles above Presque Isie_light, She went on 
last night during a dense fog, The Atlantic 
made an attempt to release ber and failed. The 
Macy left Chicago last Sunday morning for 
Sarnia and is laden with 33,000 bushels of corn. 
She was the first boat to pass through the 
straits from Lake. Michigan. She is mak- 
ing but little water, notwithstandmg she 
— lying on rock bottom. The 
crew bas jettisoned 3.000 bushels 
of her ‘cargo in trying to get ber afloat. Tugs 
rag been telegraphed for from Detroit and it 

is thought the Macy can be released without 

sustaining much damage providing the wind 
remains in the present quarter. The wind is 
now blowing light from the southeast. If it 
should shift and blow hard from the north- 
ward the Macy would be driven still further on 
the rocks and would probably go to pieces. 

Derroit, Mich., May 6.— Special. J— The tug 
Winsiow, with a full wrecking outfit, left to- 
night to release the S. J. Macy. 

[The Macy is owned at Detroit, measures 548 
tons, and is valued at $45,000. Her cargo is 
insured in the Phenix and Union of London. 


Freights and Charters, 

Lake grain freights continued dull and inact- 
ive. Rates suffered another decline. Early in 
the day there was a fair inquiry for freight- 
room, but before any charters were closed the 
markets advanced and shippers were unable to 
fill orders. Offers of 2 cents were made on 
cork to Buff lo, but there was no tonnage on 
the market at that rate. The only charter made 
was the Lehigh Valley Line steamship Tacoma 
for 75,000 bushels of corn to Buffalo at 2K 
cents. The steamship Jim Sheriffs was put in 
for 48,000 bushels of corn to Sarnia at 2 cents 
late Tuesday afternoon and not reported until 
yesterday. There is about 800,000 bushels ca- 
pacity yet unchartered. One year ago yester- 
day. freights were on a basis of 2% cents for 
wheat and 2 cents for corn to Buffaio. 


The First Boat for Lake Superior. 

The first boat to leave Chicago for Lake Su- 
perior will be the passenger prop Peerless, 
which starts for Marquette tonight. She com- 
menoed loading yesterday, and will start out 
with a full cargo of freight and a number of 
passengers. The Peerless has been 80 com- 
pletely remodeled during the winter that her 
old friends will scarcely recognize her, It will 
be remembered that she caught fire about the 
beginning of the winter and was badly dam- 
aged. The insurance companies paid her own- 
ers something like $8,000, and she was sent to 
the shfp-yard this spring to be repaired. After 
the work of overhauling her was begun it was 
decided to give her almost a complete 
rebuild. This necessitated an expenditure of 
about $15,000, but no expense was spared in 
making her not only stanch and thoroughly 
seaworthy but in giving ber superior passen- 
ger acco tions. Every unsound timber 
was replaced, and she was given entire new 

ecks and new arches. The most striking im- 
provement is in her cabin, which is decorated 
and furnisbed in a manner to almost suggest 
extravagance. Quite a number of Chicago 
people inspected and admired the steamer 
while she was iying at her dock yesterday. 
Capt. Allan McIntyre, who bas sailed the Peer 
less for thirteen seasons, is still in command. 


A Dangerous Obstruction. 

The new outer breakwater, in its present 
condition, is a constant menace to vessels en- 
tering the harbor, and unless something is 
done at once serious accidents are liable to oc- 
cur. The eastern extremity of the break- 
water for a distance of 100 feet is incomplete, 
no superstructure having been raised on the 
sunken cribs. These cribs, being beneath the 
surface, cannot be seen. Four tugs have al- 
ready run on this obstruction since the open- 
ing of navigation and narrowly escaped de- 
struction. Tuesday the tug Prindiville was 
pulled off the sunken cribs, and yesterday 
morning the tug Bob Teed ran her bow on and 
was in danger of pounding to pieces, when an- 
other tug caine to her assistance and got 


her afloat. If tug-boats that go in and out of 
the harbor a dozen times a day are unable to 
keep clear of the obstruction it is only a ques- 
tion of a very short time when some vessel runs 
afoul of it and is sunk. The Government Eu- 
giveer admits that the obstruction is danger- 
ous, but says that he oan do nothing, as Con- 
arene made no appropriation to carry on the 
Work. 


Collision in the Harbor. 

A bad collision occurred at Clark street 
bridge last erening. About 8 o'clock che 
steam-barge Maggie Marshall passed through 
the draw, followed by the schr Belle Wald- 
bridge in tow of the tug Prindiville. Both 
were lumber-laden and bound up the river. 
After the bridge closed the steam-barge met a 
schooner coming down and was forced to stop.

Banks in this city are making some complaint 

of the burdem of paying interest on the bal- 
ances ot their country correspondents. That 
class of deposits now ambunts to about $26, 500,- 
000, and the practice is to pay 2 per cent on 
anything in excess of $3,000. It is thought 
that it would be only fair to reduce the rate to 
1 per cent, at least for the summer months. It 
is very difficult to give profitabie employment 
to all these deposits, and it is a common thing 
for banks outside to send in funds just for the 
little income that can be had on them here 
when the demand is slack in the country. A 
number of New York banks pay no ip- 
terest, and some of those that do 
pay have recently made reductions. Bankers 
in thie city have ‘been notified that 
they should draw down their balances or con- 
sent toa lower rate. They have cheerfully ac- 
quiesced in a redution. It has been suggest- 
ed that if rates were cut down here somebody 
not now in the business, or perbaps some pri- 
vate banker, would begin offering interest, and 
thus get the deposits away from the principal 
banks, but persons who want their funds in 
good harids are not likely to make a change for 
so small a reason, and the experience of past 
years is against this view. The payment of in- 
terest was stopped after the panic of 1878, and 
the outside. banks acquiesced in the arrange- 
ment. A year or two after the banks began 
paying 8 per cent, and later the rate was re- 
duced to 2 It is beheved that bankers 
throughout the country would appreciate 
the reasons for a further reduc 
tion. It will be remembered that 
after the panic of last May such bankers as 
George 8. Coe of New York advocated the abo- 
lition of the entire system of paying interest 
on bank balances on the ground that funds 
were unduly drawn to the financial centres and 
used for speculation. A good many other 
bankers took the same view, but the step was 
not generally taken. The motive at the pres- 
ent time is not the fear of any trouble, but 
simply that the condition of business does nct 
justify the payment of interest. 

The majority of the Chicago stock specula- 
tors are now bears probably, and a fair bulk 
of business was done yesterday. Late in the 
day brokers in New York became pretty care- 
ful as to the advice they gave, and operations 
were conducted ina somew timid way.

The leading produce markets were fully as active 
yesterday as could have been expected by one who 
knew that.the war cloud is understood to have 
blown over and that the speculative throng had 
already sold largely on that fact. But they were 
also firmer, and appeared te be more healthy in 
torle, as if the trade was now disposed to settle 
down to a discussion of the real merits of the dif- 
ferent articles independently of war rumors and 
quotations of things which few people know apy- 
thing about. Consoles were quoted away up, but 
there waa very little reference to the fact. Wheat 
was firm on bad crop news, and that induced 
strengh in other cereals, but they all ciosed rather 
weak. 

Provisions were rather more active and generally 
weak. The local hog market was firmer, but some 
20,000 head were estimated to arrive today, and 
the shipping demand for stuff except hams was 
said to be very poor, the English markets having 
been demoralized by our recent exhibition of 
weakness. This made the packers free sellers of 
futures. The market was, however, steady till 
others came in as sellers, and then it weakened. 
Ream offered ribs in 1.000. 000- Ib lots and afterwards 
sold pork heavily, while Jones picked up and threw 
down pork in lots of 5,000 bris at a time, ordinary 
operators being obliged to take a back seat 
during the process. Lard is going out 
freely, the low price having proved at- 
tractive to numerous buyers for consumption. 
Pork sold 10c higher, at 611. 40 for July, but declined 
to $11.15 at the close, with June at 10e discount, 
August at 10c premium. and May nominal at June 
prices. Lard sold $c higher, at $6.92}4 for July and 
closed at 86. rige bid, with June at 10c discount 
and August at Te premium. Ribs sold se higher, 
at 65.876 for July, but closed at $5.70 bid, with 
June at 7½% discount and August at 10c premium. 

Flour was dull and eas Local men only took a 
few lots and shippers held off. Holders were not 
willing to make concessions asked by the few buy- 
ers who put in an appearance, 

Wheat was moderately active and decidedly 
stronger. There was good buying most of the ses- 
sion, but mostly in a small way, few large lots 
changing hands. The demand was in sympathy 

ith advices from New York and St. Louis, both of 
which points were probably stimulated by news 
that the crop outlook not only does not improve, 
but is worse than ever. Cotterill was said to be 
bearing in New Tork, but closing cables were 
stronger and holders of cash wheat here reported 
a very good demand for the supply of interior 
millers, which helped to strengthen the tone in 
futures. There was plenty of wheaton sale here 
most of the time, and more towards the close than 
was wanted, with news that New York closed 
lower, which encouraged local bears. Baxter 
was the largest buyer of the day, supposed to be 
to fill shorts for Holmes. June sold ke lower 
early, at 88 6e, advanced to 895¢c, and weakened to 
88 NM, closing at 883¢e bid, with May at Ie dis- 
count, July at 240 premium, and August at 86e 
premium.

Red winter wheat was maetive. No. 2 was quoted 
nominal at 10@llc above the price of the corre- 
sponding grade of epring. and No.3 red was the 
same as No. 2 spring to a shade of premium. 

Corn was fairly active and firmer in sympathy 
with wheat. Liverpool was quoted 24 per cental 
lower, which is an unusually large decline for that 
market, but our receipts were only 230 car-loads, 


sold at $5,10@5.16. Flax was ürm, No, 1 selling at 
$1.38. Very little was offered. September deliv- 
ery sold at $1.27, and August was nominally §1.30. 
Hungarian seed was firmer, with 64 bid and 65@68¢ 
asked for prime. A sale of 120 bags was made at 
66c. Acar of common millet sold at 78e and a car 
of German millet at dre. 

Dry goods are meeting with a very fair demand. 
The attendance of buyers has fallen of some, but 
orders by mail and wire are coming forward quite 
as freely as is usual to the season. Prices are 
quoted steady, though some quiet cutting is being 
done. Inthe grocery market there was a fair 
movement at generally sustained prices, coffees 
alone showing weakness. Butter and cheese were 
again reported dull and heavy. There was a light 
inquiry for dried fruits at easy prices. Canned 
goods were firm. The coal trade remains inactive. 

The volume of trading on the street markets was 
quite large as compared with the two previous 
days. Green vegetables sold briskly, owing chiefly 
to prices coming down 80 as to place these products 
within the reach of almost all. The demand tor 
all green fruits, except apples, continues remark- 
ably good, the run being made principally on or- 
anges, large quartities of which are sold every 
day. Phe poultry market is beginning to get com- 
paratively quiet, as the inquiry for turkeys, 
ducks, and geese is dying out. Chickens sell weil, 
and in the course of a few days spring stocks will 
begin to come in. Eggs were steady for strictly 
fresh laid. The receipts of potatoes continue 
light, bet the market is well stocked and prices 
ruled steady. Hay was very firm at former high 
prices, consequent on a good shipping demand and 
moderate receipts. The wool market continues 
steady for old stocks, which are getting very light. 
The new clip is held comparatively highin San 
Fraacisco, Texas, and Kentucky, and has not, as 
yet, attracted much attention. The receipts in 
this city have been so small that holders are not 
warranted in making quotations. 

Freight men deny that wheat has been taken 
from Chicago to New York at de per bu. They 
say that is the rate to Baltimore. Other rumors 
were around yesterday to the effect that 120 had 
been accepted to take grain to New York, but they 
were not verified, ! 

No export demand here yesterday for grais. 
Wheat men said that the situation is very dull, 
while it was intimated that the corn market was on 
the ragged edge of an export business.
